past winter. In addition to the 
damage done by the unheardof 
snow fall in the destruction of 
livestock they are now experi- 
encing still further damage in 
the washing away of homes by 
the water from the melting snow 
Adding still further to their 
misery Mr. Eddins said was a 
fresh snow which left banks up 
to six feet high just before he 
left Illinois. 

According to Mr. Eddins he 
was most impressed with the di- 
versication of the farming, the 
prosperity of the farming com- 
munities and the huge livestock 
processing plants in St. Louis 
and Peoria. Another highlight of 
the trip was the springs in Hot 
Springs, Arkansas.
